Unless otherwise noted in future delegations of authority, amendments to the
existing authority delegated herein are included within the scope of this
delegation.

. Reservations

Unless otherwise noted in existing or future delegations of authority, the
following are not delegated:

A. The authority to sign Federal Register notices;

B. The authority to appoint, and fix compensation of, members of advisory
councils; and

C.  Unless otherwise provided by law, the authority to submit reports to
Congress or the President.

. Redelegation

Subject to any requirements of law, you may redelegate the authority delegated
to you.
